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Alexander  Chambers  of  Philadelphia 

ALEXANDER  CHAMBERS  and  ANN  FOX  were  married 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  May  7,  1746.  It  was  to  record  the  information  about 
them  and  their  family,  collected  from  time  to  time  during  the 
past  sixty  years,  that  this  little  book  was  written. 

The  ancestry  of  Alexander  and  Ann  will  be  noted  first  and 
then  their  descendants. 

WILLIAM  CHAMBERS  or  CHALMERS  of  Perth,  Scot¬ 
land,  married  JANE  DRUMMOND. 

Their  son  Alexander  was  bom  in  Concordy,  Shire  of  Fife, 
Scotland,  about  1720.  There  were  other  children. 

WILLIAM  CHALMERS  was  the  postmaster  of  Perth.  In 
those  days,  a  postmaster  maintained  a  King's  Post,  where 
relays  of  horses  were  kept  for  the  King’s  Post  Riders  or 
messengers.  These  messengers  rode  “post  haste.” 

William  Chalmers  took  part  in  the  Rebellion  of  1745,  to 
put  “The  Young  Pretender,”  Prince  Charlie,  on  the  throne, 
and  lost  his  property,  in  consequence. 

The  boy  Alexander  and  his  brother  were  sent  to  school  in 
England.  They  ran  away  from  school  and  came  to  America. 
In  Philadelphia  they  were  befriended  by  Ann  Fox’s  mother, 
who  lived  on  Front  Street.  She  gave  them  a  home,  and  when 
Alexander  grew  up,  he  married  Ann. 

Alexander  Chambers  was  a  sea  captain,  and  on  one  of  his 
voyages  he  died  in  London,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Andrew’s 
Burying  Ground.  The  date  is  not  known.  In  Philadelphia, 
several  of  his  children  are  buried  in  Christ  Church  Burying 
Ground,  Fifth  and  Arch  Streets. 
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ANCESTRY  OF  ANN  FOX 

WILLIAM  PENN  received  the  Charter  for  the  Province 
of  Pennsylvania  from  King  Charles  II  in  March,  1681.  He 
came  from  England  in  1682  to  the  site  of  Philadelphia,  the 
city  he  had  planned,  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
Rivers,  in  Pennsylvania.  He  appointed  Commissioners  to  sell 
city  lots  to  settlers  and  authorized  the  Commissioners  to  issue 
Patents  for  the  lots  to  the  patentees. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  held  on  the  20th  of  the 
Fourth  Month,  1691,  VALENTINE  RIRD  was  ordered  a  lot 
30  feet  wide,  opposite  to  Daniel  Jones,  at  5  shillings  per  annum 
Rent. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  held  on  the  26th  of  the 
Seventh  Month,  1691,  “granted  to  Thomas  Dennis  and  Valen¬ 
tine  Bird  the  Hollow  that  Lyes  between  their  Two  Lotts  in 
Walnut  Street,  and  be  divided  Equally  between  Them.” 

See  Penn.  Archives,  Second  Series,  Vol.  XIX,  pages  70  and  74. 

These  grants  .were  confirmed  later  by  formal  Patents. 

A  Patent  was  issued  to  Valentine  Bird,  on  the  19th  of  the 
Fifth  Month,  1694,  for  a  lot  on  the  south  side  of  Walnut 
Street,  94  feet  on  the  street  by  220  feet  deep,  bounded  on  the 
east  by  Edward  Cartlidge  and  on  the  west  by  Thomas  Dennis. 
This  was  made  up  of  the  original  30  feet,  plus  64  feet,  half  of 
the  Hollow. 

See  Exemplification  Book  No.  1,  page  230,  at  Recorder  of  Deeds,  Phila. 

A  Patent  was  issued  to  Thomas  Dennis  on  6th  mo.  25th  1696 
for  40  feet  by  220  feet  on  the  South  Side  of  Walnut  Street.  (Ex- 
emp.  Bk.  No.  1,  pages  240  and  241.) 

A  Patent  was  issued  to  Thomas  Dennis  for  64  feet  by  220 
feet  on  the  South  Side  of  Walnut  Street;  (this  was  half  of  the 
Hollow). 

On  the  west  of  the  Dennis  Lots  was  a  lot  49  V2  feet  by  220 
feet  patented  to  John  Pusey  in  1684.  This  lot  was  bounded  on 
the  west  by  Fifth  Street. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  map  that  Valentine  Bird’s  lot  was  on 
the  south  side  of  Walnut  Street  between  Fourth  and  Fifth 
Streets.  Independence  Square  is  between  Fifth  and  Sixth 
Streets  on  the  north  side  of  Walnut  Street. 

See  Appendix  for  copy  of  the  Patent  to  Valentine  Bird. 
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VALENTINE  BIRD  died  intestate  and  his  widow,  Mary 
Bird,  was  appointed  administratrix  of  his  estate.  The  bond, 
executed  by  her  and  her  sureties,  John  Brooks  and  Nicholas 
Hitchcock,  is  dated  August  25,  1719. 

Adm.  No.  2,  1719,  in  Book  B,  pages  168-169. 

The  heirs  sold  the  property,  94  feet  by  220  feet,  on  Walnut 
Street,  to  Nicholas  Hitchcock  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  for  40 
Pounds.  The  deed  is  dated  August  28,  1719,  and  is  signed  by: 

1.  Mary  Bird  of  Philadelphia,  widow  of  Valentine  Bird,  taylor. 

2.  Thomas  Bird  of  Phila.,  cordwainer. 

3.  George  Munrow  of  Phila.,  cordwainer,  and  wife  Margaret. 

4.  JOHN  FOX  of  Cape  Henlopen  (Delaware),  weaver,  and  wife 

MARY. 

5.  James  Peartree  of  Phila.,  mariner,  and  wife  Katherine. 

6.  Robert  Bird. 

7.  John  Bird. 

8.  Sarah  Bird,  of  Phila.,  spinster. 

9.  Elizabeth  Bird,  of  Phila.,  spinster. 

10.  Jeremiah  Bird,  of  Phila. 

The  deed  was  not  recorded  until  December  30,  1757. 

(See  Deed  Book  H  8,  page  37.) 

Nicholas  Hitchcock  had  the  property  under  lease  for  a 
year  before  he  obtained  title. 
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JOHN  FOX  AND  MARY  BIRD 

JOHN  FOX,  weaver,  of  Sussex  County,  Delaware,  pur¬ 
chased  from  Richard  Paynter,  Esq.,  by  deed  of  sale,  a  house  and 
lot  in  the  front  of  the  Town  of  Lewes  in  1712. 

See  Sussex  County,  Delaware,  Deed  Book  A  1,  page  292. 

Lewes,  Delaware,  is  on  a  stream  near  Cape  Henlopen,  at 
the  mouth  of  Delaware  Bay.  It  was  settled,  first,  by  the  Dutch. 
After  it  came  under  the  English,  William  Penn  named  the  three 
lower  counties  on  the  Delaware,  New  Castle,  Kent  and  Sussex, 
and  named  the  town  Lewes  for  the  town  of  Lewes  in  Sussex, 
England.  For  a  long  time  it  was  the  county  seat. 


JOHN  FOX  married  MARY  BIRD,  daughter  of  Valentine 
Bird  of  Philadelphia,  some  time  before  1711,  and  it  will  be 
seen  by  the  deed  of  the  Bird  heirs  that  John  Fox  and  family 
were  still  in  Lewes  in  1719. 

Their  children:  (as  indicated  by  the  Will  of  John  Fox,  Jr.) 

1.  George  Fox,  living  in  1749. 

2.  John  Fox,  Jr.,  born  1711,  shipwright,  Northern  Liberties,  Phila¬ 
delphia;  mar.  Elizabeth  Taylor,  August  16,  1742,  at  Christ 
Church.  He  died  October,  1749,  buried  at  Christ  Church  Bury¬ 
ing  Ground,  Arch  Street. 

3.  Robert  Fox,  mar.  Lydia  Clark,  Dec.  14,  1740,  at  Christ  Church; 
living  in  1749. 

4.  Elizabeth  Fox,  mar.  Peter  Martindale;  living  in  1749. 

5.  ANN  FOX,  b.  1726,  mar.  ALEXANDER  CHAMBERS,  May  7, 
1746.  She  died  of  yellow  fever  in  1798. 

6.  James  Fox,  mar.  Mary  Wade,  Dec.  16,  1736,  at  Christ  Church. 
He  was  dead  in  1749,  but  had  a  son,  John  Fox,  living  in  1749. 
(A  John  Fox  mar.  Susannah  Scheckler,  Sept.  26,  1773,  at  Christ 
Church.) 

The  will  of  John  Fox,  Jr.  (1711-1749),  (Phila.  Will  Book  I, 
page  149),  indicates  that  his  father,  John  Fox,  died  sometime 
before  1749,  and  that  his  mother,  Mary  (Bird)  Fox,  married, 
second,  a  Watson;  who  is  thought  to  have  been  the  Andrew 
Watson  of  Philadelphia,  mariner,  son  of  Robert  Wattson,  who 
was  about  to  sail  on  a  privateering  voyage  with  the  ship 
Wilmington  and  the  schooner  George,  and  “considering  the 
uncertainty  of  this  transitory  life,”  made  a  will,  dated  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pennsylvania,  June  11,  1743. 
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He  left  half  of  his  estate  to  his  father,  Robert  Wattson  of 
Gallyshiels  on  the  river  Tweed  in  Scotland,  and  half  to  his  wife, 
Mary  Watson  of  Philadelphia,  and  appointed  her  sole  Execu¬ 
trix.  (See  Will  Book  G,  page  184,  Will  No.  147.) 


PRIVATEERS 

It  was  customary  in  those  days  to  supplement  the  regular 
navies  by  privateers,  that  is,  private  vessels,  armed  and 
equipped  by  the  owners  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a 
maritime  war  against  an  enemy.  Such  a  vessel  carried  a  “letter 
of  marque,”  issued  to  the  owner  by  the  government  at  war. 

For  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  owners  of  private  armed 
vessels,  they  were  usually  allowed  to  appropriate  to  them¬ 
selves  the  property  they  captured,  or  a  large  proportion  of  it. 
The  owner,  the  captain  and  the  crew  shared  in  the  prizes  cap¬ 
tured. 

At  the  time  that  Andrew  Watson  signed  his  will  (June, 
1743),  England  had  been  at  war  with  Spain  since  1739,  and 
was  about  to  declare  war  against  France.  There  was  great 
activity  in  Philadelphia  in  fitting  out  privateers,  because  the 
Spanish  and  French  had  been  capturing  a  great  deal  of  ship¬ 
ping  that  was  on  its  way  to  or  from  Philadelphia.  The  British 
government  did  very  little  to  protect  Colonial  shipping  with 
the  royal  navy,  which  was  occupied  against  the  enemies  in 
European  waters,  and  it  was  largely  left  to  the  colonies  to  pro¬ 
tect  themselves.  The  following  notice  appeared  in  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Gazette  of  January  21,  1746: 

“Philadelphia,  December  17,  1745.  Now  fitting  out  for  a 
cruising  voyage  against  His  Majesties  enemies,  and  will  sail 
in  two  weeks.  The  ship  Pandour,  William  Dowell,  Com¬ 
mander,  Burthen  about  300  tons;  to  carry  24  Carriage  Guns, 
nine  and  six  pounders,  24  Swivels  and  30  Brass  Blunderbusses, 
with  150  Men,  is  a  new  ship  built  for  a  Privateer  and  every 
way  fitted  for  that  purpose. 

“Also,  the  Brigantine  George ,  Robert  Wood,  Commander,  to 
carry  16  Carriage  Guns  and  18  Swivels,  with  120  Men.  Both 
vessels  will  be  comfortably  fitted  and  are  to  go  in  consort. 

“All  Gentlemen  Sailors  and  others  inclined  to  enter  on  board 
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either  of  the  said  Privateers,  may  refer  to  the  Commanders 
aforesaid,  or  to  the  sign  of  the  ‘Boatswain  and  Call,’  near  the 
Draw-Bridge,  Philadelphia,  where  the  Articles  are  to  be  seen 
and  signed  by  those  who  are  willing  to  go  on  the  Cruise.” 

The  George  had  already  made  a  successful  voyage  to  the 
West  Indies.  The  captain  of  one  of  the  captured  vessels 
brought  into  Philadelphia  as  a  prize  by  the  George ,  declared 
his  boat  and  cargo  belonged  to  Holland  and  had  nothing  to 
do  with  Spain;  and  he  showed  registration  papers  and  so  on 
to  the  Admiralty  Court,  in  corroboration  of  his  claim.  How¬ 
ever,  several  of  the  men  in  the  crew  said  that  the  vessel  was 
Spanish  and  the  cargo  belonged  to  Spaniards  and  that  the 
papers  he  exhibited  were  forged.  The  result  was  that  the 
prize  was  awarded  to  the  owners  and  crew  of  the  George. 

The  Wilmington  was  the  first  vessel  for  foreign  trade  built 
at  Wilmington,  Delaware,  and  was  launched  in  1740.  Some¬ 
thing  must  have  happened  to  Andrew  Watson  on  the  Wil¬ 
mington  while  he  was  aboard,  because  his  will  was  offered  for 
probate  in  Philadelphia,  May  8,  1744.  Mary  Watson  was  ap¬ 
pointed  executrix  and  she  was  ordered  to  bring  in  an  inventory 
on  or  before  June  8,  1745.  (The  inventory  has  not  been 
found. ) 

It  was  during  this  war  that  the  French  captured  many  New 
England  ships  and  took  them  to  their  Fortress  of  Louisbourg 
on  Cape  Breton  Island.  The  enraged  provincials,  in  1745,  with 
very  little  help  from  England,  organized  an  expedition  and 
captured  Louisbourg,  the  greatest  bastion  of  the  Western  con¬ 
tinent.  Their  anger  when  Louisbourg  was  returned  to  the 
French  by  the  Treaty  of  Aix  la  Chapelle  in  1748,  was  one  of 
the  elements  which  led  to  the  Revolutionary  War.

ALEXANDER  CHAMBERS 

About  all  that  is  known  of  Alexander  Chambers  has  been 
gotten  from  “Remembrances”  of  his  daughter,  Mary,  who 
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married  George  Tallman,  and  from  Church  records.  The 
Chambers  Family  Bible  was  mentioned  in  the  inventory  of  the 
estate  of  his  grandson,  John  Chambers,  who  died  at  the  Plough 
Inn  in  1807.  Efforts  to  trace  this  Bible  through  the  Worstalls 
have  not  been  successful. 

Remembrances  of  Mrs.  George  Tallman,  born  Mary  Cham¬ 
bers  (1748-1835): 

“My  grandfather,  on  my  father’s  side,  was  William  Chalmers, 
a  Scotchman,  my  grandmother  Drummond. 

“My  grandfather,  on  my  mother’s  side,  was  Fox,  and  Charles 
James  Fox  was  his  brother,  they  were  Englishmen,  he  landed 
at  Kensington,  and  came  over  in  the  second  vessel  that  ever 
came  to  Philadelphia. 

“My  great-grandfather  came  afterwards  and  settled  my 
grandfather,  and  then  went  back  and  died  there. 

“My  grandmother’s  name  was  Jane  Drummond,  there  is 
money  now  in  the  Drummond  bank,  left  by  my  grandmother. 

“My  aunt  May  died  an  old  maid,  and  all  her  property  was 
put  in  bank.  My  father  went  there  after  it  and  recovered  it 
and  received  one  year’s  interest,  died  in  London,  was  buried  in 
St.  Andrew’s  burying  ground.  No  one  ever  went  after  the 
money. 

“My  father  was  born  in  Concordy,  Shire  of  Fife,  was  sent 
to  England  for  his  education.  He  and  his  brother  Peter  ran 
away  and  came  to  this  country.  My  grandmother  gave  them  a 
home,  when  they  grew  up  they  married  her  daughters. 

“My  grandfather  kept  the  post  office:  ‘Wm.  Chalmers,  post¬ 
master  of  Perth.’  He  was  in  the  rebellion  and  lost  his  property. 

“My  father  was  captain  of  a  vessel. 

“My  grandmother,  on  my  mother’s  side,  was  named  Bird, 
born  in  a  place  called  Bird’s  Square,  where  the  jail  stands  now. 
(Walnut  Street  between  6th  and  7th  Street.)  She  lived  on  Front 
Street  near  Market,  and  owned  several  houses  there.  When 
my  mother  died  I  thought  the  deeds  would  do  me  no  good  so 
I  threw  them  in  the  fire  and  burnt  them  up.” 

Having  found  the  paper  I  send  you  a  copy  of  it. 

(Signed)  Katherine  D.  Tallman. 

Received  April  22,  1891,  James  Emery  Brooks. 
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In  1891,  my  father’s  sister,  Frances  C.  (Brooks)  Cuthbert, 
took  me  to  Front  and  Margaretta  Streets,  Philadelphia,  to  call 
on  some  of  the  Tallman  family.  Shortly  afterward,  April  22, 
1891,  I  received  the  above,  and  also  some  Tallman  family 
records. 

Charles  James  Fox,  the  great  English  statesman,  was  not  a 
brother  of  John  Fox,  her  grandfather. 

Alexander  Chambers  married  Ann  Fox.  He  was  master  of 
a  ship,  and  on  one  of  his  voyages  he  died  in  London.  Efforts 
to  locate  the  record  of  his  burial  in  St.  Andrew’s  burying  ground 
have  been  fruitless.

In  1793,  Ann  Chambers,  widow,  was  living  at  5  South  Alley 
(near  Fifth  and  Market  Streets).  In  1798  she  was  living  at  21 
Key’s  Alley.  On  Sept.  3,  or  4,  she  was  taken  ill  with  Yellow 
Fever,  and  was  removed  next  day  to  the  City  Hospital,  where 
she  died  Sept.  7,  1798.  This  was  during  a  frightful  epidemic 
of  Yellow  Fever.  “One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  new  cases 
of  the  prevailing  fever  were  reported  for  the  last  24  hours,  by 
eighteen  physicians.”  This  was  the  day  Ann  Chambers  died. 


JOHN  CHAMBERS 

John  Chambers,  born  May  3, 1747,  son  of  Alexander  and  Ann, 
married  Deborah  Hall,  who  was  born  July  29,  1751,  and  bap¬ 
tized  at  Christ  Church  Aug.  11,  1751;  daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Mary  Hall.  Nothing  definite  has  been  learned  of  her  parents. 
A  Joseph  Hall  and  Mary  Fisher  were  married  at  Christ  Church, 
Jan.  18,  1732/3. 

(Deborah  was  not  the  Deborah  Hall,  born  Oct.  20,  1754, 
daughter  of  David  and  Mary  Hall,  who  died  Nov.  1,  1770,  and 
was  buried  at  Christ  Church  Burying  Ground.) 

John  Chambers  died  April  3,  1776,  and  was  buried  at  Christ 
Church  Burying  Ground.  (He  was  not  the  John  Chambers 
mentioned  on  page  178  of  “Records  of  the  Revolutionary  War” 
by  W.  T.  Staffel,  1894,  as  follows:  “John  Chambers,  Bombardier, 
Appointed  March  12,  1776.  Promoted  to  Corporal  July  6,  1776. 
Died  Aug.  20,  1776.”) 
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THE  PLOUGH  INN 

Deborah  (Hall)  Chambers,  widow,  married  Matthew  Conard, 
widower,  a  Quaker,  at  “Old  Swedes  Church/’  Philadelphia, 
March  26,  1780.  At  that  time  he  was  46  years  old  and  she  was 
28.  He  had  been  a  miller,  but  came  to  the  city.  When  he  took 
charge  of  the  Plough  Inn  on  North  Third  Street  is  not  known, 
but  he  was  the  innkeeper  in  1785,  and  remained  there  until  he 
died  of  yellow  fever  in  1793. 

The  Plough  Inn  was  at  16  North  Third  Street  (old  style  num¬ 
bering)  as  is  shown  by  the  city  directories.  The  house  numbers 
were  changed  throughout  the  city  in  1854.  A  careful  study  of 
old  and  new  numbers,  leads  me  to  believe  that  the  lot  now 
covered  by  a  building  numbered  20  and  22,  was  the  site  of  the 
Inn.  It  is  a  wide  lot.  It  is  probable  that  there  was  a  driveway 
at  the  side  of  the  Inn,  leading  to  stable  and  yard  in  the  rear. 

After  the  death  of  Matthew  Conard,  his  widow,  Deborah, 
took  charge  of  the  Plough  Inn,  until  her  eldest  son,  John 
Chambers,  was  old  enough  to  be  the  innkeeper.  John  married 
Mary  Stouse,  daughter  of  George  and  Mary  Stouse.  (Thomas 
White’s  Directory  of  Philadelphia,  1785,  mentions  George 
Stous,  456  Noble  Street.)  John  Chambers  was  the  innkeeper 
in  1805,  and  probably  for  several  years  before.  He  died  at  the 
Inn,  February  1807,  and  his  widow,  Mary,  took  charge  of  the 
Inn. 

Administration,  John  Chambers,  No.  39-1807.  Book  K,  page 
264,  Mary  Chambers,  admx.  Bond  $4,000  -  dated  Feb.  20,  1807. 
(Mary  Chambers  signed  with  her  mark.)  Accounting  mentions 
payment  of  $125.00  rent  for  one  quarter  to  Hugh  Roberts;  Dr. 
C.  Wistars,  attendance  from  Aug.  1,  1806,  to  Feb.  1807,  $66.00; 
Dr.  J.  Cathrall  attendance  with  advice;  mahogany  coffin,  wind¬ 
ing  sheets,  woman  who  laid  out  the  dead,  digging  grave,  etc. 
He  was  buried  at  Christ  Church  Burying  Ground,  Feb.  8,  1807. 

Mary  Chambers,  widow  of  John,  was  still  innkeeper  in  1811, 
but  the  Plough  was  turned  over  to  John’s  younger  brother, 
George,  in  1812  or  1813.  George  Chambers  died  Jan.  7,  1814, 
and  his  widow,  Mary  (Preston)  Chambers  became  innkeeper. 

In  1814,  after  the  death  of  George  Chambers,  while  his 
widow,  Mary  (Preston)  Chambers,  was  innkeeper  at  the  Plough, 
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the  following  members  of  her  family  were  probably  living 
there. 

1.  Sarah  (Cornman)  Preston,  her  mother,  aged  57  years. 

2.  Sarah  Preston,  her  sister,  aged  23  years. 

3.  George  Tallman  Chambers,  her  son,  aged  16  years. 

4.  Thomas  Preston  Chambers,  her  son,  aged  14  years. 

5.  John  Chambers,  her  son,  aged  11  years. 

6.  Mary  Chambers,  her  daughter,  aged  9  years. 

7.  Alexander  Chambers,  her  son,  aged  6  years. 

8.  Clarissa  Macauly  Chambers,  her  daughter,  aged  4  years. 

Thomas  Preston  Chambers,  aged  16,  died  at  the  Inn,  August 
24,  1816. 

The  widow,  Mary  Chambers,  married  Richard  Harris,  Nov. 
7,  1818,  and  he  took  charge  of  the  Inn  until  1827,  when  the 
family  moved  to  the  farm  near  Newtown,  Bucks  Co.,  Penn. 
Richard  Harris  came  from  Kent,  England.  His  wife,  who  had 
been  Mrs.  George  Chambers,  became  “Grandmother  Harris” 
to  the  family  in  later  life. 

George  Chambers  (1773-1814)  was  a  tailor  and  had  a  “Slop 
shop,”  a  place  where  sailors'  clothing  is  sold;  first,  at  48  South 
Water  Street  (1796);  then  at  8  North  Water  Street  (1798  to 
1809).  His  son,  Alexander,  born  in  1808,  told  die  writer  that  he 
remembered  hearing  of  the  “slop  shop”  on  Water  Street. 
While  the  clothing  store  was  on  Water  Street,  his  home  was  at 
17  Cherry  Street. 

For  about  two  years,  George  had  a  store  at  74  North  Fourth 
Street.  In  1813,  he  had  taken  over  the  Plough  Inn,  and  re¬ 
mained  there  until  he  died,  Jan.  7,  1814.

“Died  yesterday  (Sept.  8,  1826)  of  a  lingering  disease,  Mr. 
John  Chambers,  aged  23  years.  His  friends  and  acquaintances 
are  particularly  invited  to  attend  his  funeral,  from  his  late 
dwelling,  No.  16,  North  Third  Street,  tomorrow  morning  at  8 
o'clock.”  (Burial  at  Christ  Church  Burying  Ground,  Sept.  9, 
1826.)  (He  was  unmarried.) 


JAMES  EMERY  BROOKS 

Mary  Chambers,  daughter  of  George  Chambers  and  Mary 
(Preston)  Chambers,  aged  21  years,  and  James  Emery  Brooks, 
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from  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  were  married  June  8,  1827,  by 
the  Rev.  William  H.  Furness,  pastor  of  the  First  Unitarian  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  in  Philadelphia. 

James  Emery  Brooks  had  been  a  sea  captain,  but  he  gave  up 
the  sea  in  1827,  at  Boston,  Mass.,  and  went  to  Philadelphia  to 
make  that  city  his  home.  He  arrived  May  30,  at  the  Plough  Inn 
on  Third  Street,  kept  by  cousins  of  the  first  wife  of  his  brother, 
Oliver  Brooks. 

James  and  Mary  went  to  the  home  of  Mr.  Furness  and  were 
married  without  the  knowledge  of  the  family.  On  their  return 
to  the  Inn,  Mr.  Harris,  thinking  that  James  was  showing  too 
much  interest  in  Mary,  told  him  to  leave  the  place.  Then  the 
young  people  showed  him  their  marriage  certificate.  This  was 
June  ei  ghth. 

Within  a  few  days,  James  E.  Brooks  formed  a  partnership 
with  James  Mitchell,  in  the  flour  business  at  12  Old  York  Road. 

In  December,  1827,  James  and  Mary  started  housekeeping  at 
218  North  Seventh  Street,  probably  because  the  Inn  was  dis¬ 
continued  at  the  time  the  family  moved  to  the  farm  near  New¬ 
town. 


WILLOW  HILL 

In  1827  Richard  Harris  bought  a  farm  of  100  acres  in  New¬ 
town  Township,  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  moved  the 
family  there  shortly  afterward.  His  name  does  not  appear  in 
the  Philadelphia  Directory  for  1828. 

The  farm  referred  to,  known  as  “Willow  Hill,”  near  Newtown, 
Bucks  County,  Penn.,  is  between  one  and  a  half  and  two  miles 
northeast  of  Newtown,  on  the  upper  road  to  Yardley.  It  con¬ 
sists  of  100  acres. 

The  farm  is  part  of  a  tract  obtained  from  the  proprietors  by 
the  Yardley  family.  They  built  the  farm  house  in  1751.  They 
sold  the  farm  to  Richard  Harris  in  1827.  Harris  died  there  in 
August,  1840. 

In  1841  his  widow  sold  the  farm  to  her  son,  Alexander 
Chambers,  who  moved  there  from  Philadelphia  at  that  time, 
and  lived  there  until  he  died  in  1898.  His  mother  died  in  1865. 

Alexander  Chambers  and  family  moved  from  Philadelphia 
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to  the  farm  Friday,  April  16,  1841.  When  purchased  from  the 
Yardleys  in  1827,  the  house  consisted  of  the  right  hand  portion, 
where  the  porch  is,  and  a  wooden  addition,  on  the  left,  where 
the  kitchen  was  located.  Later  the  wooden  portion  was  tom 
down  and  the  extension  with  the  arches  was  built.  The  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  stonework  shows  plainly.  (The  photograph  was 
made  in  the  1880s.) 

Logs  for  the  fireplace  in  the  newer  part  of  the  house,  were 
dragged  in  a  rear  door  by  a  horse  and  left  on  the  floor,  in  front 
of  the  fireplace,  then  rolled  onto  the  fire.  The  horse  walked  out 
through  a  door  opposite  the  one  he  came  in. 

The  house  was  badly  damaged  by  fire  in  1918.  The  re-con¬ 
structed  house  was  much  enlarged,  and  altered  in  the  interior. 

Alexander  Chambers  (1808-1898),  was  in  partnership  with 
his  brother-in-law,  James  E.  Brooks  (1799-1850),  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  from  January  2,  1833,  to  August,  1835,  importers  of 
queensware  (china),  and  glass,  at  206  North  Third  Street  (now 
336  North  Third).  After  that  he  had  a  china  store  on  Market 
Street  near  Seventh,  until  he  moved  to  the  farm  in  1841. 

In  1837  he  was  living  at  Marshall  and  Noble  Streets. 

While  he  was  in  partnership  with  Brooks,  a  party  of  three, 
Alexander  Chambers,  Edward  Wayne  (his  future  brother-in- 
law),  and  Edward,  or  Edwin  Meredith  (who  married  Sarah 
Wayne),  walked  to  Niagara  Falls  from  Philadelphia.  I  remem¬ 
ber  Uncle  Alec  telling  me  that  on  the  way  they  stopped  at 
Coudersport,  Pa.,  where  there  was  a  storekeeper  who  owed 
Brooks  and  Chambers  a  bill,  which  he  collected,  and  used  the 
money  toward  the  expenses  of  the  trip.  (J.  E.  B.) 


MARYLAND  LINE 

GEORGE  TALLMAN  CHAMBERS,  born  in  Philadelphia, 
Penn.,  Jan.  22,  1798,  had  a  grain  and  flour  mill  on  North  Thir¬ 
teenth  Street  near  Callowhill  Street.  It  was  he  who  introduced 
the  use  of  oatmeal  as  a  breakfast  food.  He  put  it  up  and  sold 
it  in  little  bags.  In  1835  he  was  living  on  Vine  Street,  and  his 
sister,  Clarissa,  was  married  at  his  home  to  James  E.  Brooks 
by  Dr.  Furness.  It  was  177  Vine  Street,  old  style. 
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He  married  Nov.  17,  1831,  Helen  Maria  Chamberlain. 
Charles  P.  Brooks,  who  was  born  in  April,  1842,  remembered 
seeing  his  Aunt  Helen.  It  was  she  who  taught  him  how  to  tell 
time  by  the  clock. 

Some  time,  about  1850,  there  was  a  famine  in  Ireland,  and 
George  T.  Chambers  and  his  partner  sent  a  cargo  of  grain 
there.  The  partner  went  with  the  cargo,  sold  the  grain,  and 
disappeared  with  the  money.  George  was  ruined  and  gave  up 
business.  Helen  and  the  younger  children  left  him  and  went 
to  Baltimore. 

Helen  Chamberlain’s  mother  died  when  Helen  was  a  little 
girl  and  she  was  sent  to  school  in  a  convent.  While  there  she 
joined  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  When  Aunt  Helen  and  the 
children  went  to  Baltimore,  Cardinal  Gibbons  was  very  kind 
to  her  and  placed  her  as  a  teacher  in  a  parochial  school. 

Henry  Preston  Chambers  did  not  go  with  his  mother  but 
stayed  on  a  farm  near  Applebachsville,  Bucks  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  until  he  settled  in  Federalsburg,  Maryland,  on  the 
eastern  shore,  in  1863. 

George  Tallman  Chambers  went  to  Newtown,  where  his 
mother  took  care  of  him  until  she  died,  and  his  brother,  Alex¬ 
ander,  after  her,  until  George  died  in  1869.

“A  Manual  of  Modern  Surgery,”  and  other  books,  and  was  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Surgery  at  Jefferson  Medical  College.  He  died  May 
16,  1933. 

ANN  TALLMAN  DA  COSTA,  granddaughter  of  George 
Tallman  and  Mary  (Chambers)  Tallman,  was  an  active  member 
of  Christ  Church.  The  following  inscription  is  on  a  tablet  on 
the  north  wall  of  the  church:

The  German  minister  who 
recorded  the  marriage  did  not  spell  either  Preston  or  Cornman 
correctly. 

Cousin  Mary  said,  further,  that  her  grandmother  Preston  had 
two  sisters,  Mrs.  May  and  Mrs.  Lee.  The  records  indicate  that 
Mrs.  George  May  was  her  grandmother’s  sister,  and  Mrs.  Wil¬ 
liam  Lee  was  her  grandmother’s  niece. 

My  father’s  uncle,  Alexander  Chambers  (1808-1898)  told  me 
that  Mary  Chambers,  who  married  James  Emery  Brooks  in 
1827,  and  Elenora  Lee,  who  married  Oliver  Brooks  (brother  of 
James),  were  cousins.  The  records  indicate  that  they  were 
second  cousins. 
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Uncle  Alexander  said  that  Elenora  Lee  had  a  sister,  Jose¬ 
phine  Lee. 

Cousin  Mary  said  that  Ann  Gill  of  Bellefonte,  was  in  some 
way  related  to  her  mother.

THOMAS  PRESTON  purchased  a  property  on  North  Third 
Street  (then  known  as  Delaware  Third  Street)  in  Northern  Lib¬ 
erties,  Philadelphia  County  (now  a  part  of  the  city),  April  14, 
1783.  (Book  76,  page  558).  The  deed  was  not  recorded  until 
1800,  when  Thomas  Preston  died,  leaving  the  property  to  his 
three  daughters,  Mary,  Martha  and  Sarah. 

In  1807  George  Chambers,  who  had  married  Mary  Preston, 
purchased  Martha's  share  in  the  property  from  Martha  and  her 
husband,  Richard  Simons.  (Book  E-F  29,  page  116). 

In  December,  1817,  Mary  Chambers,  widow  of  George 
Chambers,  purchased  Sarah’s  share  in  the  property  from  Sarah 
and  her  husband,  William  Armstrong,  whom  she  had  married 
in  September.  The  Armstrongs  probably  used  the  purchase 
money  to  buy  the  land  in  the  interior  of  the  state  which  proved 
to  be  unsuitable  for  farming. 


WILLIAM  ARMSTRONG  learned  the  cabinetmaker’s  trade 
in  England  by  a  seven  years’  apprenticeship.  When  he  came 
to  America  in  1816,  he  was  recommended  to  the  Plough  Inn, 
on  Third  Street,  near  Arch  Street,  Philadelphia,  which  was  kept 
by  Mrs.  Mary  Chambers,  whose  sister,  Sarah  Preston,  was  living 
with  her. 

William  Armstrong  married  Sarah  Preston  in  1817,  and  not 
long  after  he  abandoned  his  trade  in  Philadelphia  and  emi¬ 
grated  to  the  north  central  part  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he  had 
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bought  some  land.  The  land  proved  to  be  forest,  unfit  for 
fanning,  and  he  started  to  return  to  Philadelphia.  On  the  way 
he  stopped  several  months  at  Sunbury,  Pa.,  and  then  went  to 
Lewisburg,  a  new  place  at  the  time,  and  there  he  settled,  and 
began  again  at  cabinetmaking.  Many  of  the  old  pieces  of  fur¬ 
niture  in  that  neighborhood  were  made  by  him. 

Two  of  his  children  died  at  Lewisburg,  and  then  his  wife 
died,  Sept.  10,  1823,  leaving  him  with  one  child  two  years  old, 
and  another  just  born.  In  his  distress  he  wrote  to  Philadelphia, 
and  his  sister-in-law,  Mary,  who  had  married  Richard  Harris, 
came  and  took  Sarah,  the  elder  of  the  children,  to  Philadelphia, 
leaving  Mary,  the  other  one,  with  him. 

Little  Sarah  Armstrong  died  in  Philadelphia,  January  15, 
1827,  and  was  buried  in  the  same  grave  with  George  Chambers, 
at  Christ  Church  Burying  Ground. 

Mary  Armstrong,  born  Sept.  9,  1823,  visited  James  E.  Brooks 
in  Philadelphia  when  she  was  twenty  years  old.  The  Brooks 
family  was  living  at  206  N.  Third  Street,  the  number  is  now  336. 
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Worstall  Family 

JOSEPH  WORSTALL  (1750-1841),  son  of  John  and  Mary 
(Hibbs)  Worstall,  was  born  in  Middletown,  Bucks  County, 
Penn.  He  was  a  tanner  and  shipper  of  tan  bark  in  Newtown, 
and  was  financially  ruined  by  a  fire  in  1829,  there  being  no  fire 
insurance.  He  had  eight  children.  The  seventh,  Amos  T. 
Worstall,  born  April  25,  1793,  married  ANN  CHAMBERS, 
daughter  of  John  and  Mary  Chambers  of  Philadelphia  (His¬ 
tory  of  Bucks  County,  Penn.,  by  Wm.  H.  Davis,  Second  edition, 
Vol.  Ill,  p.  190),  Philadelphia  Directory,  1823  -  Amos  Worstall, 
currier,  4  Pfeiffer’s  Alley. 

Later  the  Worstalls  lived  in  Newtown.  In  a  letter,  written 
from  there,  dated  Sept.  6,  1887,  Frances  C.  Chambers  wrote, 
“I  suppose  you  know  Cousin  Ann  is  dead;  Almira  and  her  chil¬ 
dren,  I  believe,  live  near  Centre  Hill,”  (later  changed  to  Sole- 
bury,  Bucks  County). 

The  Chambers  sisters  drove  me  from  Newtown  to  Solebury 
on  July  8,  1936.  The  old  man  who  kept  the  county  store  said 
that  he  remembered  Mrs.  Smith  and  her  children.  They  lived 
there  about  50  years  ago.  He  thought  they  moved  to  Lambert- 
ville,  N.  J.  We  crossed  over  to  Lambertville,  but  could  find  no 
trace  of  them.  We  were  looking  for  the  Chambers’  Family 
Bible,  which  we  believed  they  had.

MARGARET  MAITLAND  was  born  in  York  County,  Va., 
in  1758,  daughter  of  Alexander  Maitland,  who  came  from  Scot¬ 
land.  She  died  in  Baltimore  in  1828. 


Appendix 

CHALMERS  AND  CHAMBERS 

One  of  the  clan  Cameron,  going  to  France,  put  his  name  into  a  Latin 
dress,  by  calling  himself  Camerario,  which  in  French  is  “de  la  Chambre;” 
upon  his  return  he  was,  according  to  Scottish  dialect,  called  “Chalmers.” 
The  arms  of  the  family  were  cut  in  stone  and  wood  in  St.  Nicholas’  Church 
in  Aberdeen,  with  dates  1313  and  1413.  Chambers  is  another  form  of 
the  name  Chalmers. 

CLAN  CAMERON 

Humped  nose.  “Cam,”  a  hump  or  crooked.  “Sron,”  a  nose. 

DRUMMOND  FAMILY 

The  back  of  the  mountains,  from  “druim,”  back,  and  “monadh,”  the 
mountain.  The  family  is  descended  from  Maurice,  son  of  George,  a 
younger  son  of  Andreas,  King  of  Hungary,  who  came  to  Scotland  in  1066. 
(William  Chalmers  married  Jane  Drummond).

entine  Bird,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  To  be  holden  of  the  Proprietor 
and  his  Heirs  as  of  the  Manor  of  Springettsbury  in  the  County  aforesaid, 
in  free  and  common  soccage  by  fealty  only  in  lieu  of  all  service,  he  fencing 
in  and  building  upon  the  same  according  to  regulation,  yielding  and  pay¬ 
ing  therefor  to  the  Proprietor  and  his  Heirs,  at  and  upon  the  first  day  of 
the  first  month  every  year  at  the  Town  of  Philadelphia,  4  English  shill¬ 
ings  and  sixpence,  or  value  thereof  in  coin  current,  to  such  persons 
as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  for  that  purpose.

Mary  Harris  was  born  November  9,  1779,  and  was  therefore  83 
years  old  when  this  will  was  made.  She  signed  by  a  mark,  and  the  state¬ 
ment  in  the  will  is  that  “it  was  carefully  read  to  the  testator  before  sign¬ 
ing.”  It  is  probable  that  her  eyesight  had  failed,  as  she  wrote  a  very  plain 
and  legible  hand  in  her  prime,  as  will  be  seen  by  her  signature  to  the 
account  which  she  filed  April  25,  1825,  in  the  estate  of  her  first  husband, 
George  Chambers. 
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
